SHE IS 


Insists She Will Have 2-Year-

In the effort to get his wife to dis- 
miss her divorce suit and return to him, 
James Anderson of 4413 Norfolk ave- 
nue went Tuesday morning to his broth- 
er’s home at 4203 Racecourse avenue, 
where Mrs. Anderson and her 2-year- 
old daughter, Dorothy, have been board- 
ing, and took the child away, to hold 
her as a hostage. 

The mother was at her place of em- 
ployment, a tobacco factory. Her broth- 
er-in-law, who with his wife has taken 


her part in her marital troubles, went 
*to the factory and told her of her hus- 
band’s action. She hastened to the 
Manchester Avenue Police Station and 
told the police her baby had been kid- 
naped. 

She was informed that no kidnaping 
or other offense against the law hai 
been committed, since her husband had 
the same right to the child, in the ab- 
sence of a court decree, that she had. 

Policeman Goes With Her ° 

She then asked that a policeman ac- 
company her on a visit to her husband, 
and this request was granted. Patrol- 
man Kingsbury, who was assigned to 
the task, was told that his only duty 
Was to protect Mrs. Anderson, and that 
he should not interfere in the contro- 
versy over the child, or attempt to 
award the infant to either husband or 
wife. 


The policeman, listened politely while ; 


the mother, at the Norfolk avenue 


house, demanded her child, and while’ 
the husband refused to give up the in-. 


fant, save on the condition that Mrs. 
Anderson return to him. 

The policeman listened while the con-~ 
versation went around in a circle, the 
husband insisting ‘‘You shall,’’ and the 
wife declaring “I won't.” Then, decid- 
ing that he was no longer needed, he 
excused himself. 

With Hat on Sits in House, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who arrived 
as the policeman was departing, found 
Mrs. Anderson sitting in the house with 
her hat on and with no indication of 
any purpose to make herself at home. 

“No, indeed, I’m not going to be rec- 
onciled,” she said in reply to a question. 
“I’m here to get my baby and I intend 
to get her. My divorce suit will go right 
on.”’ 

The husband sat in a corner and re- 
fused to say anything. Baby Dorothy 
was not visible.

Hope to Overcome Extremes. 

“This is not the first time the subject 
has been discussed by the St. Louis 
circles of the congress,’’ said Mrs. Nu- 
gent, “but at this meeting we hope 
to devise plans for overcoming these 
extremes in styles. 

“I favor the moderately short and 
moderately close-fitting skirt, because 
it is convenient, does not collect dirt 
as a longer garment would and is 
cleaned easily. 

“There is a class of people, however, 
who carry all such things too far, and 
we think it is time to act in a pre- 
ventive way against letting the situation 
become any worse. 

“I have noticed the Post-Dispatch’s 
articles and pictures on this subject, 
and I considered them splendid in call- 
ing attention to the extremes to which 
many women and girls are going in the 
matter of dress. 

Would Persuade Women. 

“I believe this subject should be taken 
up by women’s organizations of ali 
kinds. What our congress will do in 
a remedial way, I am not able to say 
at present. We hope that many feasi- 
ble plans will be suggested and that 
we can select from them some scheme 
of making all women realize the need 
of abolishing such uncomfortable, im- 
modest and indecent styles as the very 
tight skirts now so common. 

“For one thing, we may ask the min- 
isters of the city to discsus the subject 
from the pulpit. The Rev. M. H. Lich- 
liter of the Maple Avenue M. E. Church 
has already denounced the tight-fitting 
skirt and the enormous earrings, which 
he described as ‘chandeliers.’ ”’ 

Mra. Baumhoff Favors Campaign, 

Mrs. F. W. Baumhoff, president of 
the State Sunshine Society, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday she favored 
a campaign against tight skirts. 

“I hope something can be done to 
end the present styles,”’ she said. ““‘They 
are both immodest and ungraceful. A 
pretty form is highly desirable, but it 
is not exactly a matter for public dis- 
play. 

“Such dresses on young girls are im- 
modest and suggestive. On matrons 
and older women they are decidedly un- 
becoming because they accentuate the 
size, if nothing else.”’ 

Mrs. Dan W. Kneflier of 5273 Water- 
man avenue, president of the Women’s 
Trade Union League, declared the re- 
sponsibility in matters of dress should 
rest with mothers. She declared that 
if she had a datighter, she would for- 
bid her to wear. skirts of the type 
now prevalent. They are no® decent, 
she caid. 

It would be impossible, she said, to 
reach the really responsible’ persons, 
those who set the styles, but girls can 
be prevented from following them. 
Style models, she declared, are often 
copied thoughtlessly, and many of the 
young women do not stop to consider 
their propriety or impropriety. 

Mra. Pattison Defends It, 

Mrs. Everett W. Pattison of 4250 Olive 
street, prominent in the Art Section of 
the Wednesday Club and author of a 
book on art, defends the tight-fighting 
skirt as long as it is not carried to an 
extreme, and blames the laziness of 
woman for the ‘foolishness’ of present- 
day fashions.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 23.—A 15- 


year quarrel between the father on one 


side and mother and daughter on the 
other, ended early today, when Ethel 
Gamble, 21 years old, a beautiful girl, 
shot and killed her father, Charles 
Gamble, a machinist, who had broken 
into the family home, 409 Wes: Fifty- 
eighth terrace. 

Mrs. Gamble, Miss Ethel and Mrs. R. 
C. Chisholm, a companion for the daugh- 
ter when the mother was absent at her 
sewing work, were asleep. The first 
ring of the doorbell awakened them. 
For two weeks, since Mrs. Gamble filed 
suit for divorce, they have lived in 
fear that Gamble would return and 
carry out a threat to kill them both. 
This fear caused Mrs. Gamble to en- 
gage the companion for Ethel. 

Thought He Was Burglar. 

Chisholm called to the man at 
the door. He refysed to answer. They 
heard him battering on a basement 
window and Miss Ethel picked up a re- 
volver and stepped into the hallway. 
The light had been switched on. The 
man downstairs turned it off. She could 
just see his hat as he came up the 
stairs. She says she thought he was a 
burglar. 

“Mamma, I am one to shoot,’’ she 
called. She fired and the man fell. Her 
mother ran to his side and found it was 
her husband. 

Miss Gamble, at a police station with 
her mother, talked quietly of the shoot- 
ing until her mother’s brother, S. U. 
Peet, principal of the high school at 
Emporia, Kan., arrived at 11 o'clock. 
Then, with her arms around her uncle’s 
neck, she wept. 

“I would not have shot had I known 
it was father,’”’ she sobbed. “I know 
he would have killed us, but I could 
not have done it.’’ 

She said she intended hitting the man 
from the shoulder. The shot which 
killed her father was from the first re- 
volver Miss Gamble ever fired. 

July 5 there was a family quarrel. 
Ethel locked herself. in her room to 
escape her father’s violence. He is al- 
leged to have threatened to kill her. 
Peet came from Emporia and July 8 the 
suit for divorce was filed. Gamble had 
declared he would return and kill the 
entire family if the suit were filed. So 
the wife alleges. When Peet returned 
home he left his revolver with the 
women for protection. It was the re- 
volver used by the girl. 

Tella of 15 Years’ Abuse. 

“Since the suit was filed we have 
lived in a fear of our lives,”” Mrs. Gam- 
ble said. “For 15 years he has abused 
me and Ethel took my part. Time and 
again he threatened to kill us. If she 
was kind to him he called her a ‘snake 
in the grass.’ If she scolded him for his 
abuse of me he would threaten to kill 
her and she would have to stay locked 
in her room.”

Louis, has taken. no neurishment except 
un-ice@ hydrant water, she says, and 
has found it a splendid diet for reducing 
if flesh. 
When she gave up solid food June) 
Miss Verlin weighed 211 pounds. | 
Tuesday her weight was 192. She says 
Friday and believes that she- will then 
have reduced her weight to 188 pounds, 
a total reduction of 23 pounds in 3 
days. 
"I felt badly all the time,” said Miss 
Verlin to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘and 
I was convinced that my illness was 
caused by excessive weight. 
“I had read about Dr. Irvin Eales of 
Belleville who regained his health by 
fasting and I went to see him. He told 
me that if I would take nothing but 
water I could quickly and safely reduce 
my weight. 

Terrible at First. 

‘I came right home and started in on 
the water diet. It was terrible at 
first. For three days I thought I would 
die of hunger. When I saw foods ad- 
vertised on the billboarc. it nearly drove 
me wild. When I passed a.grocery or 
bakery I could scarcely resist the temp- 
tation to go in and get something to 
eat. - 
“After the third day WW scarcely 
bothered me at all. I would just take 
a glass of water when I. became 
hungry. On the fifth day and since 
then I have had no desire for food. I 
can go into the dining room where other 
members of the family are eating with- 
out having any desire to join them. 
Since the sixth day of my fast I have 
had absolutely no desire for food. 

“I do not drink the water at re¢e- 
viar intervals which would correspond 
to meal times. I just take it when- 
ever I feel hungry or thirsty. 

Drinks Les, Water. 

“I do not drink as much water now 
as I did when I started my fast.’’ 

Other members of the household say 
they have not seen Miss Verlin take 
solid food since July 21, and they ac- 
cept her statement that she has sub- 
sisted on water. 

Miss Verlin is a picture of health. 
Her cheeks are firm and rosy and her 
friends tell her that the. reduction in 
weight and apparently improved health 
have greatly surprised them. 

Second Best Record. 

Dr. Eales told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that he has no .reason to doubt that 
Miss Verlin has fasted for 32 days. 

‘‘Her usual consumption of water has 
been from three pints to two quarts a 
day,”’ he said. “In the fasting perio: 
she has visited me for consultation three 
times a week and each time she has ay- 
sured me that she took no solid food. 

‘*‘Miss Verlin now has a fasting record 
which is the second best ever made bv 
a woman. The holder of the longest 
record is Dr. Linda B. Hazard, a Se- 
attle woman, who has just completed a 
fast of 4 days. under constant obser. 
vation by reputable physictans.”’

FPHTING POLICE 
CHEE. UNDAUNTED 


Cowardice, Writes Injured Man 
of Threat of a New Attack 
‘ by Policeman. 


HORNET STILL STINGING 
Arrest of Publisher on Negro’s 


Description Incident of Year’s 
Warfare in Venice. 





Patrolman Smith has made a threat that 
he will fight the associate editor of The 
Hornet as soon as he gets out on the streets, 
Is it another case of cowardice like the 
Chief? 


This paragraph in the current issue of 
the American Hornet, a newspaper pub- 
lished at North Venice, Ill., shows that 
Editor Charles A. Dugan still is un- 


with Police Chief Martin F. Moran, 
which temporarily has laid him up for 
medical treatment. 

Dugan says the Hornet has not lost 
its sting, and that it will soon be buz- 
zine’ about the ears of Venice city offi- 
cials again as it has in the past. 

While the associate editor is conva- 

lescing, his brother, G. W. Dugan, ed- 
itor-in-chief of the paper, is filing the 
sting down to a sharp and penetrating 
point. 
Since it first made its nest in a little 
frame shack on the outskirts of Venice 
10 months ago, the Hornet has demon- 
strated its ability to sting rings around 
all the other little busy bees in that 
vicinity. 

Dugan, the disabled editor, says it was 
this activity that caused Chief Moran 
to attack him in a saloon last Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Says He Will Stick It Out. 

‘‘We are not fighting the administra- 
tion, but' we are criticising it whenever 
it doesn’t do the right thing,’ he said. 
“This is ‘the first time I was ever in a 
place where you always had to have 
your gun within easy reach, but I’m 
going to stick it out. When I am able 
to get around I’m going to Edwardsville 
and apply for a warrant charging Chief 
Moran with assault.”’ 

Dr. J. E. Lee, Mayor of Venice, sus- 
pended Moran after the attack on WDu- 
wan. The suspension ended Monday 
and Moran returned to duties as Chief 
of Police. No other action has been 
taken against him. 

Dugan jand his brother made their 
first editorial fight shortly after they 
started the paper last September. At 
that time the city let” contracts to re- 
place wooden sidewalks wih granitoid.

The Hornet that week had the time of 
its life stinging the policeman who tried 
to arrest pe white man on a negro’s de- 
scription. | Dugan thinks the memory of 
this attack from the Hornet's nest still 
rankles in the Venice Police Department 
and that it may have had something to 
do with his chastisement by the Chief.

Veterinarian Says Don’t Irritate 
or Deprive Them of Water 
or Shade—Muzzle Them. 


MANY HYDROPHOBIA CASES 





Ten Times Number of Last Year 
Reports City Bacteriologist— 
Five Children Bitten. 





Don’t irritate dogs this time of the 
year if you would not be bitten. 

Don’t deprive them of water 
shade. ’ 

Don’t let them run at large unmuz- 
zled. 

This was the advice given Tuesday 
by Dr. Charles Ellis, a veterinarian, 
who runs a dog hospital, following the 
biting of five St. Louis and East St. 
Louis children by amgry dogs, bringing 
one victim to the point of death from 
injuries inflicted. 

Dr. Harris Urges Precautions. 

The necessity of taking every possible 
precaution with dogs was emphasized by 
Dr. D. Il. Harris, City Bacteriologist, 
who declared 10 times as many cases >f 
hydrophobia are being reported as at 
this time last year. 

Almost a year ago, Dr. Harris point- 
ed out, through an interview published 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, 
that hydrophobia had become epidemic 
throughout the United States, from 
Maine to California. 

“We have given the Pasteur treat- 
ment to 40 er perhaps 50 persons in the 
last four or five months,” he said, in 
commenting on the present situation. 
“All these persons had been bitten by 
dogs known to have rabies. Two pa- 
tients have @ied of rabies at the city 
hospital this year. Among brutes, the 
disease, which is incurable, is increas- 
ing at an alarming rate.”’ i 

Hot Weather Affects Dogs. 

“Dogs are like humans,” said Dr. El- 
lis. “Hot weather makes them irritable 
and the slightest annoyance may cause 
them to bite, whether they have rabies 
or not. If you annoy a man this kind 
of weather, he may strike you or curse 
you. In winter, he probably would take 
it as a joke. If you tease a dog now 
he probably will bite, whereas, in cold 
weather, he would run away or enjoy it 
as play. 

“Dogs must be kept cool, treated with 
respect and not permitted to run at 
large without muzzles”’ 

Three of the five children bitten since 
Monday morning reside in East St. 
Louis. They are: “Babe” Strait, 9 years 
old, of 1739 North Ninth street; Marie 
Dour, 11, of 1768 North Ninth street, 
and Olivette Hormell, 10, of 2139 North 
Twenty-third street. 

The children were attacked Monday 
afternoon by a bulldog, which was sup- 
posed to have rabies, and which broke 
its leash when teased by the girls. It 
bit the Strait girl in 24 places, inflicting 
injuries from which, it is feared, she 
will die. Her flesh, ih places, was bit- 
ten away to the bore. 

Fourth Child Seratched by Collar. 
The Hormel! child Was bitten on the 
lets and Marie Dour on the _ wrist. 
Their wounds are not of much conse- 
quence unless it is found that the dor 
had rabies. Charlotte Dour, 13 years 
old, was scratched on the arms by the 
dog’s collar while trying to protect the 
other children. 

The Strait child was knocked down 
by the dog. She struggled vainly to 
escape the maddened animal. 

Lester J. Grigsby, Assistant Health 
Commissioner of East St. Louis, las- 
‘soed the dog in an alley half an hour 
later, and killed it after an exciting 
struggle. The dog was owned by Henry 
Smith, a relative of the Dour girls, who 
boards at the Dour home. 

Smith was arrested on a charge of 
kéeping a vicious dog. The children 
will receivé Pasteur treatment if the 
dog's brain is found to contain the negri 
bodies of hydrophobia. 

The negri bodies, which are little 
black particles, not visible except un- 
der a powerful microscope, are a posi- 
tive indication of rabies, according to 
bacteriologists and veterinarians. 

The St. Louise children bitten are 
Frances Wesselny, 18 years old, of 2011 
Wash street, and Willie McKinley, 4 
years old, residing with his aunt, Mrs. 
«thn Aughivan, 4840 Arco avenne. 

‘One Bitten by Pet, One by Stray. 
The Wessenly girl was attacked sud- 
denly by a pet dog whith had been 
acting strangely several days. She was 
treated at the city dispensary and taken 
home. The wound, of itself, is not se- 
rions. 

The little boy was bitten by a stray 

dog while playing near his home. The 
dog escaped, The boy’s wound was cau- 
terized. 
' An emé@Pgency ruling of the Board of 
Health, effective during warm weather, 
régquires that all dogs running at large 
shall be muzzled. Any found without 
muzzie, whether licensed or not, may 
be taken to the pound by dog catch- 
era. 

The owner is liable to a fine,of $3 and 
must pay % cents to redeem each dog 
from the pound. 

Rabies Not Caused by Heat. 

Dr. Ellis says rabies is prevalent at 
all seasons‘ of the year and is sot 
c&used by heat, lack of water, improper 
food and other things commonly blamed 
for it. Dogs, however, are subject to

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LITTLETON FILES 
DISSENT ON STEEL 
INQUIRY REPORT 


Objects to Bill Putting on Cor- 
poration Burden of Proving 
Reasonableness. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Representa- 
tive Martin W. Littleton of New York, 
member of the Democratic majority of 
the House Steel Investigating Commit- 
tee, today formally presented his views 
to the committee, dissenting’ from the 
legislative recommendations of Chair- 
man Stanley. He agreed to sign the 
Stanley report with many reservations. 
That left Stanley with only two other 
members of the committee of nine in 
complete accord with him. They are 
Representatives Beall of Texas and Mc- 
Gillicuddy of Maine. 

Littleton’s views, to which muth pub- 
licity has been given, favor principai- 
ly a joint body of the Senate and House 
to study the trust question and the ex- 
clusion from interstate commerce of cor- 
porations in restraint of trade. He de- 
clines to support a proposed bill to put 
upon a corporation the burden of prov- 
ing it is a “reasonable” restraint of 
trade. 

Such a bill, Littleton says, would pre- 
serve “‘the chief fault of the Sherman 
law, which is the policy of a belated at- 
tack after a concern has grown up, in- 
stead of providing any means of preven- 
tion.”’ 

Littleton discusses the bill at length 
and of the future of the question has 
this to say: 

“Organized business generally, while 
welcoming a short period of peace, lives 
in dread of the future; organized poli- 
tices stands confused in front of the 
problem, and organized labor incessant- 
ly demands the amendment of the Sher- 
man antitrust law. Neither the radical 
nor thé conservative in politics is satis- 
fied with it. Neither organized labor 
nor organized capital approves it. 

“The.real vice in the treatment of 
the whole problem heretofore has been 
the attempt to legislate solely against 
the result or effect\of a series of acts 
instead of specifically defining and pro- 
hibiting these acts. In an effort to 
prevent and punish confessedly conspic- 
uous evils we have set all business 
groping and feeling about with uncer- 
tain step like a man in the dark.

HOUSE BILL FOR 
A PARCELS POST 


Increases. Appropriation Total 
and Cuts Out the Federal 
Good Roads Feature. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The post- 
office appropriation bill, shorn of the 
good roads provision proposed by the 
House and embracing a revised parcels 
post system with charges based On zones 
of distance, was reported to the Senate 
today by the Postoffice Committee. 

In striking out the Shackelford good 
roads feature, which provided for Fed- 
eral improvement of highways, the com- 
mittee recommends an investigation by 
a special congressional commission and 
provides for no highway improvements 
until this commission has reported. 
The amendment to the House Dill, 
which required the regular publication 
of the names of stockholders of news- 
papers and periodicals, is changed to 
provide for publication once a year. 
The parcels post section in the House 
bill provided a flat rate of postage for 
all distances. The Senate provision is 
that of the Bourne bill, slightly modi- 
fled. 

Senator Bourne recommended that 
third and fourth class mail matter be 
combined for the parcels post service, 
but the bill makes the. parcels post ap- 
ply only to fourth-class matter. 

The abolition of the present system of 
carrying second-class mail by fast 
freight under what is known as the 
“blue tag’ system is provided for. 

A special commission is also proposed 
to investigate the subject of pneumatic 
tube service and whether the Govern- 
ment shall purchase that now in use in 
various cities. 

Postal Employes Clause Stricken. 

The Senate committee struck out 
the House bill the provision giving to 
postal employes the right to-combine in 
labor unions and the right to petition 
Congress for redress of their griev- 
ances. 

Steel cars for railway mail service, 
which were required by the House bill 
to be in universal use by American 
railroads by 1917, are also required by 
the Senate bill. The House bill required 
the railroads to replace 20 per cent of 
its wooden mail cars every year, while 
the Senate bill would give the roads 
one year of grace and then require 
them to replace 2 per cent of their 
ears each year for four years.

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A PLAY — 
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Eugene Walter, 
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the Post-Dispatch by eminent playwrights. 
HE question of how one writes a play appears to me as rather 

to answer, because the process of transcribing the play from the 
mind to paper is so simple that little importance can be placed en it. 

Personally, I have never written but one scenario in my life—that ts, 
Planned out on paper what I intended om 
tc do with the play when it was ampli- 
fied into an actable evening’s entertain- 
ment, 
The mere mechanical part of writ- 
ing a play, as far as I am concemed, 
does not present great difficulties. I 
think that first one gets the idea of 
what one is going to do with a play, 
or the theme of a play, and then as 
time passes it takes form, the charac- 
terizations come {nto the mind, the 
story unfolds itself slowly, and finally, 
etructures are complete im their ele- 
mental form, and one tackles the job of 
making the first transcription of the 
play. 
It is so hard to explain one’s method 
without appearing grossly egotistical 
that I hesitate to say that before begin- ENE WAL 
ning to write a play I have every situation in mind, every character a visual, 
living being, and practically all the mechanics worked out In their essence, 
including all entrances, exits, and the like. The next step is to engage an 
expert stenographer who is not only thoroughly familiar with the theater, 
but with my own method of dictation and the ‘kinks’ in my personality, so 
that he may be in sympathy with me, and work fast without interrupting. 
Plenty to smoke and comparative privacy, coupled with comparative quiet, 
complete your equipment and you go at your job. ’ 
The stenographer brings back the -tr anscription, which may be called the 











overwritten everything, repeated gituations and points that make your con- 
struction faulty, and as you sit before your own work you place yourself in 
the impersonal attitude of an editor. Perhaps my long experience as reporter 
and copy reader on a daily newspaper has given me a slight advantage over 
playwrights who have not enjoyed this privilege, because I have had to learn 
the trick of putting in one stick the su bstance of a story that I haye taken a 
column to write. 


Finally, inserts having been made, !t is again turned over to the stenogra- 
pher and again edited, and this process continues until you are satisfied that 
your. manuscript is ready to be submitted to your manager and fs In such a 
condition as to enter upon the acid test of rehearsals. 


written your play you will find, with a few exceptions, that all that many of 
the so-called producers can give you is a theater—or, rather, as-far as the 
play is concerned, four bare walls and a checkbook. 

The average of intelligence among the large class of actors and actresses 
is very low; they have enormous egotism, scarcely any faculty of perception, 
and their personalities are so negative that it takes a superlatively positive ele- 
ment of drama—too often theatricalism—to overcome this handicap. After you 
have assembled the company, difficulties multiply. Day after day you strive to 
get a value that you know is in your play, and finally, when you cannot realize 
it, you commence to rewrite. Out comeg this speech and out comes that! Sit- 
uations are twisted, and it has been my observation that fine plays have been 
ruined by the utter and incontrovertible incapacity of their casts of players. 

Mind you, it is possible to cast a play with able people, but such a cast 
nearly always requires the services of men and women who have worked 
their way up to positions of celebrity, and your commercial manager, who 
wants to make a hundred dollars for one dollar invested, won't allow you te 
expend the money that such a cast entails. 


Thus, if an author who has had so much experience can truly say he is 
able to approximate 60 per cent of the value of a play in the average presen- 
tation, believe me, 
generally succeeds in securing. 3 

So, you see, the young playwright is doomed to a great deal of trouble. In 


duced to some man who Is called the stage director. I know of possibly a half 
dozen who are worthy of that designation in America. The rest " waste 
their tie in fussing and fuming, dilly-dallying with the little things and leav- 
ing ‘the big.ones alone, or discrediting their force. They have as much drama 
in their blood ag there is in a cake of ice, They takeout all the real red 
blood in a play, and the author wakes up to find his work justly condemned 
as inconsequential and talky. 

Please don’t misunderstand me in one particular. There are many worthy 
and able actors and actresses in this country, but with a theater on every cor- 
ner and a neW one building next to it, with three theaters in a town where there 
should be but one, with five companies struggling for public patronage where 
there should be only two, these worthy people are so widely divided that the 
result is mediocrity of interpretation, as well as of stage direction, and a dis- 
tinct and undeniable lowering of standards for the time being. 

In learning the business of playwriting, as far as I know it, my experience 
has been this: I found that the greatest help was to go to every fallure, watch 
it carefully, and see what mistakes were made in that particular play—then try 
not to make them myself. Take advantage of the other fellow’s experience 
every chance you get, was my rule. I made up my mind to follow the rules in 
playwriting that had made me a fairly successful reporter in the West. In other 
words, let your curtain go up, hit from the shoulder, get your story “planted” 
as quickly as you can, and then, if the story is worth anything, it will take 
care of itself. That is the basis, the su bstance of what people prate about un- 
der the name of technique, construction and all that nonsense.

NEW YORK, July 23.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says:

In london, British consols de- 
clined to 73%—the lowest level touched 
since 1823—on the announcement of the 
program for great naval expenditures. 

“Coming at a time when the invest- 
ment markets were depressed by the 
forced liquidation of high-grade secur!i- 
ties in the hands of those who were 
compelled to raise cath to pay matur- 
ing installments on unprofitable under- 
writings, yesterday's speech in _ the 
House of Commons was calculated to 

make a delicate situation very much 
worse. 

“Tt could not be said, therefore, that 
today's further sensational drop in the 
price of the premier security occasioned 
much surprise. 

“Here sentiment was somewhat un- 
favorably affected by the publication 
of the anti-trust measures recommend- 
ed by the Stanley committee. Whatever 
the real influence of these proposals 
was, they furnished basis for a raid by 
the ‘bear interests, with the result that 
the market ruled distinctly heavy most 
of the day. 

“Nearly all the atten issues showed 
fractional losses from yesterday, and 
while the selling did not bring about 
serious declines, the movement was 
strongly disturbing in the market as 
a whole, 

“Strength in foreign discount rates, 
especially the firmness at ndon, 
caused further large remittances to 
be made from this side.
